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The ancient pipe ceremony

The meaning of the ancient' 
ceremony of smoking the 
Ceremonial or Peace Pipe is 
sometimes forgotten and very 
often misinterpreted by those who 
watch it or see it graphically 
displayed. 

The ceremony begins with the 
purification of the pipe. A braid 
■ of sweetgrass provides the incence 
for this purpose. Sweetgrass has 
always been considered special; 
even the buffalo held it in 
reverence and did not eat it. 

TOBBACO WAS USED 
ORIGINALLY FOR CERE¬ 
MONIAL PURPOSES ONLY, 
and the smoking of tobbaco in 
religious rites, sealing of bargains 
and as a sign of good faith, has 
come to signify the sacredness of 
the ritual. 

The ceremony itself entails the 
offering of the pipe to the four 
directions. This represents the 


four elements, North, South, East 
and West that the North 
American Indian had to contend 
with all his life. Many things in 
the ceremony are done in fours 
and in this manner four has 
always had a special significance 
in Indian life. 

The pipe after the initial 
prayers, is offered to the East — 
the direction of the rising Sun. 
For the new-born it represetns the 
first day of their lives, and for 
others, the beginning of another 
day. 

Next the pipe is offered of the 
North — the land of the Great 
White Fox from whence comes 
the bitter north wind. That is the 
source of the most vicious element 
faced by the people of the Plains. 

Now the pipe is offered to the 
South — from where the warm 
winds come. These are the winds 
that bring the start of new life 
each spring of our lives. We pray 
now that this day will bring new 


warmth to all people’s hearts. 

Lastly, the pipe is directed to 
the West — the direction of the 
setting of the Sun. Perhaps for 
some it will be the last days of 
their lives. For most it is the end 
of a perfect day. This is the time 
for us to reflect on all the good 
things that have happened in this 
day and we give thanks. 

We thank too, the Good 
Mother Earth who sustains the 
life-giving qualities of the trees 
and other plants. Without Her, 
no beautiful flowers could bloom 
and the creatures that move upon 
this land could not live. When 
you and I will die as ordained, it 
is our Good Mother, the earth, 
who will not forsake us but will 
even in death, envelope us loving- 

Above all these things, our 
greatest prayers are offered of the 
CREATOR for the lives we en¬ 
joy and the partnership we will 
enjoy hereafter.

Saskatchewan Native Law Centre 
offers a pre-law orientation pro¬ 
gram designed to help native 
students gain admission to law 
school. The eight-week program 
usually begins in the last week of 
May or the first week of June. It 
prepares students for the study of 
law by helping them develop

The Native Law Centre 
The program is administered by 
the Native Law Centre, a depart¬ 
ment of the University of Saskat¬ 
chewan. The Centre was 
established in the mid-1970’s to 
promote the development of law 
and the legal system in ways 
which would better accommodate 
the advancement of native com¬ 
munities in Canadian society. In 
• addition to offering the summer 
program the Centre undertakes 
research and publishes materials 
on native law, organizes a seminar 
series, and maintains a collection 
of library materials. 

An advisory board composed 


the Centre. Two organizations 
which have had a tremendous im¬ 
pact on the operations of the Cen¬ 
tre are the Canadian Indian 
Lawyers Association and the 
Native Law Students Association. 

The Program of Legal 
Studies for Native People 
The program began in 1973 as a 
response to the fact that there 
were very few students of native 
origin in Canadian law schools.

Admission to the program is 
open to all students of native 
ancestry whether they are status 
or non-status Indians, Metis, or 
Inuit. Students come from all 
areas of Canada and those who 
successfully complete the program 
enroll in law faculties throughout 
the country. Approximately two- 
thirds of these students receive a 


but must also be recommended to 
the program by a law faculty or 
have an acceptance (conditional 
upon attending and completing 
the program) from a law faculty. 

The program is not a short 
course on law, but a course on 
how to study law. It would not be 
useful to those seeking a general 
understandin g of the legal system. 

• Canadian law schools have two 
sets of admission criteria. Under 
the general criteria, students who 
have completed at least two years 
(or in the case of some law 
faculties, three years) of Univer¬ 
sity with a high grade point 
average, and who have schored 
well on the Law School Admis¬ 
sion Test (LSAT), may be 
admitted. 

Because inequities result from 
strict application of these criteria 
most law schools also have a 
discretionary category of admis¬ 
sion for mature students and 
students of native Canadian 
origin. Grades and LSAT scores 


category, along w 
as work experience, age, and 
background. In the case of 
students of native Canadian 
origin, one of the factors that law 
schools consider is a student’s per¬ 
formance in the Program of 
Legal Studies for Native People. 
Thus in many cases a law school 
will recommend that a student at¬ 
tend the program and, if the stu¬ 
dent does well, will grant him or 
her a place in the first year class. 
The criteria for admission in the 
discretionary category vary from 
one law school to another. 
Students should contact directly 
the law schools they are interested 
in attending. 

The deadline for application to 
law schools varies from December 
31st to April 1st. While some will 
consider late applications from 
students in the discretionary 
category, other law schools will 
not. Students should therefore 
begin applying to universities the 
fall before they plan to attend law 

Students must write the Law 
School Admission Test. The 
LSAT is offered four times a year 
— twice in the fall, once in the 
winter and once in the spring. It 
is usually necessary to register in 
advance for the test. Information 
on the LSAT and registration 
details are available from msot 
Canadian universities, all Cana¬ 
dian law schools, and from the 
Native Law Centre. The test can 
be written at various centers 
across Canada. 

Generally, law schools require 
that the LSAT be written before 
a student commences the summer 
program. Some law schools will 
not consider an application until
